{A., DAY REPORT,] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—In order 


correct a misapprehension as to the 
fect of the pending French reciprocity 
treaty upon wines; the State Depart-.

To au- 
thorize the Attorney-General to direct 
an injunction proceeding under this law 
it must be shown that there is a con- 
tract, combination, or conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade or commerce among the 
Several States. In the first place there 
is no contract, combination or conspir- 
acy shown. | There is consultation by 
representative railroad men’ in commit 
tee respecting changes in classification. 
There is subsequent independent action 
by railroad companies in the adoption 
of the new classification recommended 
by the committee. 

“The testimony taken does not show 
that any railroad acted under compul- 
sion of a combination in adopting the 
official classification. It must be con- 
ceded that a common classification by 
railroad companies operating in the 
same territory is a desirable thing. 
Will it be insisted that railroads can- 
not consult respecting freight classifica- 
tion? Or because one railroad company 
adopts a certain classification, another 
cannot? The anti-trust law says there 
must be a contract or combination or 
conspiracy. This must be shown. And 
it must be shown to restrain individual 
action. This it not shown in the testi- 
mony submitted. . 
“Moreover, there must not only be a 
contract, combination or conspiracy, 
but it must be in, restraint of interstate 
-ommerce. As applied to carriers. 
this means a combination to suppress 
competition. It is only by suppress- 
ng competition and arbitrarily fixing 
“ates that a restraint can be put upon 
interstate commerce. The filling of 
an official classification does not fix the 
rates. It places articles in certain 
slasses, but the rates for the classes 
are determined by the railroad compa- 
nies outside the classification. 8 
‘ailroad company maintains the ex- 
isting rates the change of an article 
from a lower to a higher class will in- 
crease the rate, but from aught that 


‘oad company using the classification 
‘'s at liberty at any time to change the 
existing rates upon giving the notice 
required by the Interstate Commerce 
Act. Moreover, each railroad com- 
sany is free to-take any article out of 
the existing classification by making 
a commodity rate. In other words. no 
suppression of competition, no arbi- 
trary fixing of rates, no restraint of 
‘nterstate commerce i8 snown. 

“The Trans-Missouri and Joint Traf- 
fic. Association cases afford no prece- 
fent for the action requested in this 
case. .Each of those associations was 
formed by. a contract, under. which the 
companies selected a central authority 
to fix and maintain rates. There was 
‘an abgolute suppression of competi- 
tion. The power of independent ac- 
tion was destroyed. No company 
-ould change a rate fixed by the man- 
agers of the association without sub- 
jecting itself to a penalty. 

“If the testimony submitted showed 
a combination ameng the railroad 
companies. to restrain commerce 
amang the several States, I would not 
hesitate to invoke the remedy pro- 
vided. by the anti-trust law, but to 
take such action upon the faith of the 
facts submitted would not only be fu- 
tile, but absurd. If there be a rem-

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch. Copyright, 1899, by New York 
Tribune. ] The .Tribune’s London 
war cable, dated December 31, says 


that. as the relations between the Ger. 
man and British governments are 
friendly, it is not likely that serious 
complications will follow the seizure cf 
the liner Bundesrath in -Delagoa Bay 
by the Mazicienne. The prize court at 
Durban needs, however, to be tn elose 
touch with the admiralty and the For- 
eign Office in these troublous times. 
The Bundesrath is a passenger steamer 
of the German East African line, end 
the Berlin Foretgn Office cannot re- 
fuse the request of the directors tn 
Hamburg for an immediate inquiry 
by the Foreign Office here respecting 
the seizure. 0 

Hamburg dispatches state that there 
was no contraband of war on board, 
but this is denied by the officials at 
Durban. There were three German offl- 
cers and twenty men on the ship who 
were suspected ‘of intention of serving , 
in the .Boer army. If their presence 
on the ship be ground for seizure, ira- 
portant questions of international law 
will arise. A German liner on the or- 
dinary trade route of the East African. 
coast would seem. to be as secure 
against seizure as the Trent was under 
wthe British flag, especially when she 
was heading fer a neutral port. 

This fresh incident, ®added. to the 
dangerous precedent which may be ee-' 
tablished by the prize court in the 
treatment of food stuffs as contraband 
of war, increases the diplomatic em- 
barrassment caused'by Portugutse c n- 
trol pf Delagoa Bay. The authorities 
there, if they were to enforce neutral 
obligations as faithfully as was done 
by the Swiss government during the 
Franco-German war, would refuse 
allow any foreign volunteers or muni- 
tions of war to pass into the Transva2l 
from Lorenzo Marquez. It is notorious 
that they neglect to keep fait» 
as honest neutrals ought to. do. 
Contraband of war has been freely 
smuggled through Portuguese  terri- 
tory into Pretoria, and Lorenzo Mar- 
quez is the port of entry throngh 
which foreign artillery officers and 
volunteers gain access to Boer camps... 
It is probably impracticable for the 
customs officials there to prevent, even 
if they were so disposed, the convere- 
sion of this port into a base of sup- } 
plies and recruits for the Dutch 
cause. A few more international epi- 
sodes may have the effect of forcing 
the British government to take action 
at Lisbon which will bring about a 
cession of territory and its partition 
with Germany. Whatever may be the 
international complications, the whole 
subject is enmeshed with difficulties, 
but indefinite continuance of sham 
nentrality detrimental to. British in- 
terests is improbable. 

Most stirring war news comes 
through Boer sources from Mafeking, 
where the garrison is reported to have 
attacked a fort in force with Maxims 
and an armored train, and to have 
fought under the intrenchments with 
great spirit. The attack is described 
as a failure, simee the fort was not 
captured, and heavy British losses are 
reported, with slight casualties on the 
Dutch side. Baden-Powell's version of 
the affair has not yet been received, 
| but Lady Sarah Wilson's personal im- 
pressions of the Boers have been 
cabled in full getail. The literature 
of the war contains a good many of 
these Marlboro gems. : 

Accounts of a fresh sortie from Lady- 
smith have been received from three 
or four sources, but are. apparently 
based upon a statement Dy a native 
runner, who has been brought inte 
Chieveley Camp. The attack is de 
scribed as a gallant and successful one 
upon a strong Boer position, which 
was carried at the point of the bayo- 
net. Rumor reports thatea big Boer 
gun was captured, and the Central 
News correspondent tried to fing con- 
firmation for it. 

It is a fact that the enemy’s guas 
around Ladysmith were strangely si- 
lent Friday. The runner damages his 
own tale by insisting that White's 
forces have remained in possession of 
the hill. |

Boers Tried to Muddle Flashlight

LONDON, Dec. 21, 4:30 a.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.] The War Office, when 
communicating about midnight copies 
‘exchanged between 
the Queen and the inhabitants of Kim- 
beriey, stated that no further news had 
been eived up to that hour, and 
nothing important has come from other 
Sources during the night. 

The week's sorties, skirmishes, recon- 
naissanees and bombardments at va- 
rious points where the British and the 
Boers confront each other, so far as can 
be judged, have had no effect upon the 
Keneral situation at the seat of war, 
whith is practically the same as it was 
a week ago. 

During the night of’ December 28 
Ladysmith and Chieveley Camp -were in 
full communication, the former report- 
ing all well. While the signalling was 
in progress, the Boers attempted to 
muddle the messages with flashlights 
from each extremity of their long in- 
trenched line. The naval brigade took 
advantage of the opportunity to shell 
the Boer positions, which were plainly 
revealed by their own lights. The naval 
battery resumed the shelling of the 
Boer trenches on the morning of De-- 
cember 29, but their fire failed to elicit 
any sign of life. 

A dispatch from Cape Town, dated 
Wednesday, December 27, announced 
that an armored train had. restored 
‘communication with Dordrecht, where 
the Free State flag Had been hauled 
down, and that the Boers had been 
driven from the adjacent hills to Storm-’ 
berg.

BOER METHODS 
EXPLAINED BY AN AMERICAN. 


EVERYTHING GRABBED WHEN WAR 
WAS DECLARED. 


Fight for the Transvaal gr Leave 
the Country— Mine Machinery 
Broken and Shafts Flooded—Women 
and Boys Work Government Farm. 


TA. P. NIGHT REPORT.), 

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—Howard J. 
Rothschild, an American citizen, who 
was employed on the Standard and 
Digger, a mining paper published in 
Johannesburg, has just got back to 
New. York from the Transvaal. Roths- 
child was at Pilgrim’s Rest, a little 
mining camp 180 miles northeast of 
Johannesburg, when the Boers declared 
war October 11. 

“There were 800 whites, mostly Amer- 
icans and Englishmen in  Pilgrim’s 
Rest,”’ said Rothschild, “when the war 
Was declared. The gold mine there is 
owned by the Ecksteins, who own other 
mines in the Transvaal. We asked 
permission to stay, and the Boers at 
first gave us permission to do so, on 
the understanding that we would form 
a home guard to protect the place from 
the British or-any one else. We ac- 
cepted on these conditions, but the she 

Mat 
we had twenty-four hours either to en- 
list in the Boer army or get out of 
the place. Most of us decided to get 
out. 
“There was $90,000 in go!d, which had 
been taken from the mine, and the 
burghers seized this, first giving B. F. 
Thompson, a Scotchman and secretary 
of the mining company,’ a receipt and 
a note promising that the Transvaal 
government would repay the money at 
the conclusion of the war. Of cour¢e, 
if the Transvaal is beaten by England 
no return will be made This saine 
proceeding took place at all the mines 
not shut up in.the besieged towns. 

“Mr. Thompson and I went to the 


stables to get horses to ride out to 


inspect a mine some miles,in the coun- 
try when we were approathed by an 
American ngmed Blake, uniformed as 
a second lieWtenant in the Boer army. 
Blake, who had recruited 200 Ameri- 
cans for the Boer army, showed us a 
proclamation which had just been is- 
sued; by the Transvaal government, 
confiscating all horses, fodder, gold 
ana stores to carry on war against 
England, and promising to pay for 
them on the conclusion.of the war. 

“Thompson and I returned to his 
house and there we found that the 
Boer commander had taken possession 
of his residence, worth $30,000, In it 
was the finest collection of gold nug- 
gets in South Africa, worth at least 
$50,000, Mr. Thompson also had }$45.- 
000 in gold of his own, all of which 
went to the Transvaal. Thousands of 
Englishmen were treated in the same 
way. ; 

“When the Boers took possession of 
the gold mine at Pilgrim’s Rest they 
turned out all the Kaffir laborers, 
broke the pumping machinery§ and 
flooded the mine. They also flooded 
the Bonanta and the Robinson Deep 
mines near Johannesburg, two of the 
richest gokl mines in South Africa. 

“The Boers furnished us with horses 
and an arrned escort for the long ride 
to Johannesburg. No man in the 
party was allowed to take away with 
him more than $50. Being unable to 
that I was an American citi- 
zen, I was treated the same as the 
British subjects. 

“The government has taken all the 
most “fertile lands for the raising of 
crops for the Boer army. The Boer 
women, the young and old 
men, have left theirown farmsand are 
working the government farms, aided 
by Kafilirs. way they can 
keep their army well provisioned. At 
all of these government farms we saw 
the women ploughing and doing 
the hardest kind of manual labor.”’

‘England had only waited a few years 


she could have had everything with- 
out war. If England is totaHy § de- 
feated this war will be the best thing 
for the world, even for England. lt 
will be a lesson she will not soon for- 
get. It will have a wholesome in- 
fluence upohi the jingoes of all coun- 
tries, including the German. Our navy 
scheme, which is almost sure of adop- 
tion, must be understood to be in con- 
nection with the war in South Africa, 
all fine phrases offered in explanation 
notwithstanding. The increase was 
Germany has 
lost confidence in the men who are 
shaping England’s policy. The brutal- 
ity of the present English policies ren- 
ders Germany’s position too insecure. 
What happens in the Transvaal today 
on land may* happen to Germany upon 
the sea tomorrew.

FESTIVE SEASON 
IS TURNED INTO MOURNING. 


CHRISTMAS WEEK WAS A SAD 
ONE IN ENGLAND. 


Few Titled Families of the Realm 
Free to Celebrate—A Season of 
Hasty Marriages—Martial Spirit 
Shows No Signs of Abatement. 
Tardy Recognition of Gunners.

LONDON, Dec. 30.—[Copyrighted, 
1899, by the Associated Press.] The 
death of the Duke of Westminster, 
combined with the mourning already 
prevalent on account of the war losses, 
left few of the titled famities of Great 
Britain free to celebrate Christmas 
week with the usual festivities. 

The Grosvenor family has so many 
ramifications among the nobility and 
such a large number of other titled peo- 
ple have recently died that one would 
almost think the court was in mourn- 
ing. To this condition of affairs a 
pathetic paradox is found in the society 
news columns, which daily announce a 
long list of forthcoming marriages, the 
bridegrooms, in a majority of cases, 
being soldiers. It is a season of short 
engagements and sudden deaths. Mo- 
mentarily expecting orders to start for 
South Africa, the British officers have 
apparently taken the opportunity of 
“striking while the iron is hot,” and 
many a quiet marriage is now followed 
within a few days by a farewell at 
Southamptogm For instance, Maj. Maxse, 
who took part in the recent defeat of 
the Khalifa, returned to England, mar- 
ried Lord Leaconfield’s daughter, and 
is now on his way to the cape. 

The martial spirit and universal de- 
sire to serve the country at the front 
show no signs of abatement. The ac- 
tion of England’s premier Duke, the 
Duke of Norfolk, who is Postmaster- 
General, and by no means a young 
man, volunteering for active service, is 
the latest example of the spirit which 
pervades all classes. The Duke of Nor- 
folk’s position in the Cabinet, and his 
tremendous business interests, to say 
nothing of his power as lay head of 
the Catholic church in England, will 
probably prevent the acceptance of his 
offer. 

No little comment has been caused 


by the War Office’s tardv recognition 
of the engineers and artil'ery. Until 
Gen. Warren of the engineers was sent 


out, all the general officers in the field 
were cavalry men or infantry men:

So far no official 
steps in the matter have been taken, 
owing to the non-arrival of the neces- 
sary papers from Washington. The 
military and international law author- 
ittes aré almost unanimous in: declar- 
ing that Great Britain should not de- 
clare food stuffs contraband of war.

‘Press learns that the wireless. tele- 
graph instruments recently captured 
from the Boers and described as Mar- 
coni’s were not his manufacture. They 
were made by a well-known German 
firm whom Marconi once emplayed to 


experiment with plans he afterward 
discarded. Marconi declares’ the in- 
| struments captured were not workable. 


Some feeling has been caused against 
the young inventor by the first report, 
the belief spreading that he had 
broken his agreement to supply only 
the British during the present war.

MORE CANUCKS GOING. 
ARTILLERY AND ROUGH RIDERS.

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—A special to 
the Times from: Montreal says that 
within the course of another two weeks 
the second contingent of 1000 troops 
which Canada is sending to South Af- 
rica will sail from Halifax for Cape 
Town. It will be composed of cavalry, 
mounted infantry and field artillery. 

The first Canadian contingent con- 
sisted entirely of infantry, and was 
made up of volunteers. The second 
egntingent will be different. 
rifles will be composed of four de- 
tachments. Two will be recruited from 
the Northwest Mounted Police and from 
the cowboys of the West. These will 
be genuine “Rough Riders, The other 
two detachments will be made up from 
the various cavalry corps, the recruits 
not being necessarily required to be 
members of any regular corps. 

The artillery arm of the contingent 
will be recruited from the several bat- 
teries of artillery in the Dominion, 
regular and militia. In addition to the 
cavalry and field artillery, with their 
@mplements of horses, guns . and 
other accoutrements, Capt. Howard of 
Gatling-gun fame will accompany the 
contingent in charge of a machine gun 
of the Maxim pattern used by the cav- 
alry, and is said to be the most deadly 
weapon yet invented,

UNITED STATES OF AFRICA,

GEN. BULLER MAY ADVANCE. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT, ] 


LONDON, Dec. 30.—[{By Atlantic 
Cable.] The reported sortie from 
Ladysmith, resulting in the capture of 
a Boer position, is not confirmed, and 
apparently is only a Kaffir story. A 
Chieveley dispatch dated December 29, 
makes no mention of it. The same 
message shows renewed activity on the 
part of the British, apparently ain 
paratory to some action. The oer 
position eastward of the camp was 
thoroughly reconnoitered December 28 
without drawing the enemy. The naval 
guns engaged in. daily practice, and it 
is said. on good authority that thirty 
or forty Boers have been killed by the 
firing during two days. A dispatch 
from Durban predicts that Ladysmith 
will be relieved on or about January 
7. While there is nothing to bear 
out this forecast, there is some dis- 
position to believe Gen. Buller is pre- 
paring another attempt to advance, 
this time by an attack on the Boer 
position on Innlawe Mountain. 

Advices from Cape Town say there 
is great disaffection there at the ac- 
tion of the British insurance com- 
panies, who are retarding volunteering 
by making policy-holders pay war risk 
premiums, while the agencies of the 
leading American companies allow per- 
fect’ freedom for naval and military 
service. The government has ac- 
cepted 125 Ceylon volunteers, mostly 
planters, and has als9 accepted the 
offers ‘of Indiam princes to supply 
horres. 

The non-arrival of the Majestic, due 
at Cape Town Thursday, is causing 
some surprise among the public, who

SENATOR BROWN EXPELLED 
FROM REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 
PP. NIGHT REPORTS 
COLUMBUS (0O.,) Dec. 30.—Thg¢ Ohio 
Legislature will convene Monday and 
organize. The Republicans have a ma- 
jority in both branches. The Repub- 
lican and Democratic caucuses were 


held today. 

The Republicans of the Senate re- 
fused to permit Gen. Charles K. Brown, 
the Independent Senator from Hamil- 
ton county, to participate in thelr cau- 
cus.. He was present when the latter 
opened, but was requested to retire and 
did so amid an ominous silence. 

The scene when Gen. Brown was ex- 
pelled was impressive. Senator Nip- 
pert offered a resolution to the effect 
that all Senators except those elected 
on the Republican ticket be excluded 
from the deliberations of the Senators. 
He said it was his duty to oppose the 
presence of Gen. Charles E. Brown, an- 
Independent Republican Senator from 
Hamilton county. This was a caucus 
of Republicans, and only Republicans 
were competent to take part in it. 

This brought Senator Brown to his 
feet, and, hobbling onio the floor, sup- 
ported on crutches, he began to speak 
in his defense. He said he was a Re- 
publicanon’all party questions, and as 
good a Republican as the man who of- 
fered the resolution. ‘I did not vote for 
John R. McLean or any man on the 
Democratic ticket,’ he said. ‘‘That Is 
well understood. I was not a Demo- 
crat then, I am not one now.” 

Senator Nippert displayed a copy of 
the ballot voted in Hamilton county 
last fail. He read the name of Sen- 
ator Brown along with that of John 
R.- McLean. The Senator said that it

LIABILITIES STATED TO BE AL- 
MOST HALF A MILLION.

One of the Last Moves in One of 
the Largest Failures in the History - 
of Milinois—Allan C. Rush, Peti- 
tioner, Member of a Firm That 
Went to the Wall. 


In the United States District Court 
yesterday Allan C. Ruspf through his 
attorney, George L. Sanders, Esq., filal 
@ petition in4nsolvency, in which the 
HMabintices &=> quoted at almost half a 
million dollars. 

The filing of the petition yestetday 
is one of the last moves in one of the 


largest failures in the history of the! 


State of Illinois. Seven years ago the 
firm of Kirkwood, Miller & Co. of 
Peoria, Ill., and Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
closed.its doors. The firm was at that 
time one of the largest dealing in gen- 
eral lines of agricultural implements in 
the West, and its failure came as a sur- 
prise to all who were familiar with 
the extensive business this house car- 
ried on. 

Allan C. Russ, the petitioner; now a 
resident of this city, was a member of 
the firm of Kirkwood, Miller & Co., and 
resided at that-time in Pittsfield, M1. 

The hard times of 1891-92 forced the 
firm to the wall, and on December’ 30. 
1892, Hugh Kirkwood, H. L. Miller and 
Allan C. Rush assigned all the firm’s 
property, which amounted, to several 
hundred thousand dollars. Mr. Rush 
turned over all his personal property, 
realizing only $25,000, and deposited 
that in the First National Bank of 
Pittsburgh, for the benefit of preferred 
creditors, known as the Pike county 
creditors. 

At that time and since the firm cred- 
itors tried to have that property di- 
vided among the common creditors in 
order to increase the pro rata. Three 
times it has been in the Supreme Court 
of Illinois, and each time Mr. Rush’s 


sonal creditors has. been sustained. 
Each time the case has been returned 
for new trial on minor points, and has 
now gone for the fourth time to the 
Supreme Court. 

Having satisfied his personal cred- 
itors as near as possible, Rush °wishes 
to be declared insolvent in order to 
throw over the numerous firm debts 
that still cling to him. 

In the petition, Rush’s indebtedness 
to eastern preferred creditors is given 
at $29,239.60; unsecured claims, $353,- 
814.49; indorsed papers, $41,176.64; mak- 
ing a total of $424,230.81. The total as- 
sets, not including the $25,000 in, deposit 
ait: Pittsfield, are stated to amount to 
Among the principal creditors the 
following are named: Commercial Na- 
tional Bank of Peoria, $48.929.90; Bank 
of Commerce, Peoria, $20.741.24; J. I.

NEW JERSEY SILK. Special infor- 
mation relative to the silk industry in 
New Jersey shows that more than §$290,- 
000.000 of capital is invested in the busi- 
ness.

LABOR IN GOOD DEMAND. The 
buletin of the New York State Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, which covers the 
returns froy the labdér organigations of 
the State for July, August and Septem- 
ber, virtually confirms our” recently- 
published resumé of conditions affecting 
the labor market. Of course, says 
Bradstreets, this report has to do with 
New York State only, but the conditions 
that obtain there are but little altered 
in the other great*manufacturing States 
of the Union. According to the report 
mentioned, labor unions of the State 
show a rapid increase of membership 
and a largely reduced percentage of 
idleness. -There were 1320 trade unions 
on September 30, 1899, as compared with 
1087 on the same day of 1898, and the 
membership increased from 171,067 to 
209,120. which is the largest number yet 
recorded by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics. During the quarter the number 
of members idle was 4788, or 2.3 per cent. 
of the mémbership, as compared .with 
9734. or 5.7 per cent. in 1898 and 6.5 per 
cent. in 1897. A still larger decrease 
was manifest in the number unem- 
ployed at the end of the quarter, the 
aggregate number being only 9590, or 
4.7 per cent. of the membership as com- 
pared with 10.3 per cent. at the end of 
September in 1898 and 13.8 per cent. at 
the end of September in 1897.

WEEKLY BANK STATEMENT. 
FURTIiER DECLINE IN RESERVES. 
[A. NIGHT REPORT.) 


NEW YORK. Dec. 30.—The Finan- 
cier says: “The statement of the 


New York clearinghouse banks for the 
week ending December 39, shows a 
further decline of $784,000 in surplus 
reserve, the total now standing at §$11,- 
163,075. As was the case during the 
previous week, all the cash gained by 
the banks went to swell excess re- 
6erve, since deposit requirements were 
lessened by the shrinkage in that item. 
The statement is favorable, and indi- 
cates that influx of funds from the in- 
terior in the past six days has been 
quite as heavy as has been estimated. 
The loss of gold to Europe by Satur- 
day's steamer does not count in. the 
current exhibit, but the exports of a 
week ago figure to the full extent. The 
outward flow therefore has been al- 
most made up by subsequent receipts, 
and the gain in legal-tenders repre- 
sents the surplus shipments from the 
interior. The banks have maintained 
their position, so far as cash is con- 
cerned, but they have added little to 
their loaning capacity. If the expe- 
rience of January last year, is a 
criterion, heavy receipts for the next 
few weeks may be expected from 
domestic centers, with the difference 
that whereas last winter, the New 
York banks retained all the money that 
was forwarded, they must now pro- 
vide for the demands that Europe is 
making for American gold. _ Still the 
present arrangements with the treasury 
are such that there will be no further 
drain of domestic funds into govern- 
ment vaults, an operation that takes 
money out of use even more effec- 
tively than gold exports. The con- 
tinuance of the present movement is 
important, in that it determines the 
extent to which the banks can expand 
their loans, and above them the rates 
Which they obtain on them. As the 
same factors incident to the transfer 
of funds which mark the January 
period in the United States are opera- 
tive abroad, conservative bankers are 
figuring that the return flow of the 
money from various centers into ta 
great foreign banks will tend to make 
rates easier abroad, and affect ex- 
change quotations to the points of 
stopping exports of gold from New 
York. If this is the case, the banks 
here will probably recuperate their re- 
sources, or at least they will be in a 
position to expand their commitments. 
As it is, loans are now almost _ sta- 
tionary, while deposits are being re- 
duced. No one looks, however, for the 
burst of expansion that marked the 
opening of the great rise in speculative 
prices in January last.’’

MISMANAGEMENT CHARGED. 


MANAGER OF THE FREE LABOR 
BUREAU DISLIKED. 


Workingmen Allege That the Of- 
fice is not Conducted in a Fair and 
Impartial Manner and Wish the 
Manager Removed—Quarterly Re- 
port of the Street Department. 


‘The Free Labor Bureau, located at’ 

the corner of Broadway and Franklin 
street, has again come to ‘the front.’ 
Serious charges of mismanagement 
were filed yesterday with the City 
Clerk, in the form of a petition asking 
the removal of. W. E. Morford, ‘the 
present manager. Eighty-nine signa- 
tures are appended to the document. 
The complaint alleges that the present 
administration of the bureau is not in 
the best interests. of the unemployed, 
and that the manager is inefficient and 
incompetent. It describes . Manager 
Morford as an eccentric and irascible 
person, and accuses him of distributing 
what little work there is to a_ few 
favorites. The petition is, in part, 
as follows: 

“The undersigned respectfully repre- 
sent that the city and county of Los 
Angeles together pay $100 per month 
for the support of a free labor, bureau, 
where employers can secure help and 
the unemployed laborer get a job with- 
out: paying the exorbitant fee demanded 
at employment offices run by private 
parties. 

“At present the money goes toward 
the support -of a superannuated poli- 
tician, who, by his misconduct of of- 
fice and incivilfty,, has driven away 
three-fourths of the former patronage. 
What few jobs come in he generally 
doles out at his ~ leisure to a few 
favorites, who stand in with him. The 
rest have the choice of hustling for a 
job or paying a fat fee to some private 
employment agency. 

‘“tjnder the former manager, Mr. 
Smith, the bureau was conducted in a 
businesslike manner. Jobs were 
plentiful and impartially distributed. 
A yedr ago he was removed and the 
incumbent installed. 
irascible, eccentric person, who takes a 
dislike to litferent applicants for work 
for no apparent reason. .He gratifies 
his spite by refusing these men an op- 
portunity to éarn a livelihood, and has 
ordered several workingmen to keep 
away under three‘ of arrest. 

“We respectfully urge that the 
Free Labor Bureau be kept free from 
politics. At present it is merely a 
pie. for somebody. 
While the bureau has in the past been 
@ great benefit to the unemployed, it 
is at present a farce, and will continue 
to be so until there is a ghange in the 
management. We respe@tfully petition 
that a change be made.” 
This is not the first time that com- 
plaint has been made against the 
methods. of conducting the Free 
Labor Bureau. On February 20 a sim- 
jlar petition was presented to the 
Council, in which it was claimed _ that 
the management was faulty, and that 
the’ place was of little value to the 
workingmen. This petition was 
signed by Albert Lewis and fifteen 


others. It asked that a new manager 
be appointed, and the location of the 


bureau changed.. This petition 
filed, and the matter was dropped. 


QUARTERLY REPORT. 
STREET DEPARTMENT FIGURES. 

The quarterly report of Street Super- 
intendent Drain for the second quarter 
of the fiscal year was filed with the City 
Clerk yesterday. The report gives a 
seneral account of the sums allotted to 
each branch of the street department 
and the amounts expended by each.

YOUNG MAN’S TWO SENTENCES. 
FIVE YEARS AT SAN QUENTIN FOR 

ROBBERY AND BURGLARY. 


Harry Nash Throws Himself on the 
Leniency of the Court and is 
Awarded a Hug: Disappointment. 
He Stole a Watch from a Man and 
Took Jewels from a Room. 


Harry Nash, astrong, healthy young least $1000. Damages in this 


man barely past majority, is assured 
of the most careful custody that the 
State can afford him for the next five 
years. Judge Smith gave him two sen- 
tences to San Quentin yesterday that 
aggregated half a decade. Grand lar- 
ceny and burglary were Nash's of- 
fenses. Bad company and locse habits 
are the explanations he himself gives 
for his end in the penitentiary. The 
sentence of the court choked him with 
a big lump in his throat and filled his 
eyes with tears. 

Nash, who is sandy-complexioned and | 
wears his red hair in a rolling curl 
diagonally across his forehead, had pre- 
viously pleaded not guilty. Yesterday, 
however, upon the advice of his attor- 
ney, R. J. Adcock, Esq., he withdrew 
his former plea and answered ‘‘guiity,’’ 
hoping to find leniency in throwing 
himself upon the mercy of the court. 
Five years were’ an immense disap- 
pointment to him. 

On the charge of grand larceny he 
was given three years. On September 
29 Pat Nolan complained to the police 
that, while drunk, some one had stolen 
his watch. He said he believed it was 
Nash. They had been’ imbibing to- 
gether at the Washington saloon on 
North Main street, and Nash had gone 
with him to a rooming-house on Aliso 
street. He missed his watch there, but 
found it under his pillow after accus- 
ing Nash of “touching” him. The two 
then went out onto .the street and 
again Nolan’s watch left him, and when 
Nash was arrested it was found in his 
possession. Nash says, however, that 
he paid $2 to Nolan for the timepiece, 


in the following September he deserted 
her, and she could not find trace of 
him for almost twenty years. When 
they were married, she says, he lived 


under the assumed name of Claude 
Alfred Durand. : 
| Hearing nothing of her  newly- 


wedded spouse, she .went .back to her 
home in -Germany. In the days of 


The December pay rolls | 


her youth she had known a_ kindiy 
old woman named Mrs. Bauer. and 


' played with her son, Thiebaud. When 


she married Durand in New York 
she had no notion whatever that. he 
Was the same person. 

Upon her return- home, she renewed 
her intimacy with the old lady and 
they became friends. The day scame 
when Mrs. Bauer was very sick, and 
Catharine went to her house to nurse 
her. In her bedroom hung a picture 
of the grown Thiebaud—muscular; 
plump and handsome. ‘ 

“What are you doing with a pic- 
ture of my husband, Alfred Durand?” 
wildly exclaimed Mrs. Durand , 

The mother explained that his name 
was not Durand at all,-but her son, 
Thiebaud Bauer. But the allege% 
wife pondered all these things in her 
mind, and gradually became con- 
vineed that this was.surely a picture 
of her missing lord. 

But the clinching reason for her 
present unchangeable belief came 
about two years, ago, when Leonore 
Batier, whom Thiebaud claims to have 
married in London, in 1871, died, and 
depositions in her estate were ordered 
taken in Germany. Mrs. Durand 
learned then many things from 
Bauer’s mother about him, ‘and found 
that he lived in Los Angeles. On the 
Strength of the depositions, she left 
for the United States to establish her 
marital claims upon Bauer. 

About the time Mrs. Durand 
rived in this city, a trained nurse. 
most of whose life had been spent 
in New York City> Was staying at 
some Commercial-street hotel, and one 
day saw Bauer about the premises. 
She immediately recognized him as 
Durand, and so addressed him. For 
a moment he _ responded cheerfully 
enough, when suddenly he remembered,

M'LEAN AGAIN IN JAIL. 


ALLEGED BUNCO MAN'S TRIAL 
RESUMED YESTERDAY. 

Thé «preliminary examination of N. 
H. McLean, charged with felony em- 
bezzlement in having buncoed B. 
Cohn, the pawnbroker, out of $951 
worth of diamonds and jewelry, was 
resumed before Justice Morgan yester- 
day morning. 

Frank A. Marcher, who helped to 
entrap McLain, was the first witness. 
When court adjourned on Friday aft- 
ernoon Marcher’s direct examination 
for the prosecution was concluded. 
Yesterday morning he was cross-ex- 
amined by the attorneys for the de- 
fense. They attempted to destroy the 
value of his testimony by insinuations 
that he had at times used McLain in 
the furtherance of crooked deals in 
transactions similar to those charged 
by McLean to Cohn, but their efforts 
were futile, Marcher’s testimony re- 
maining unshaken. 

Deputy Constable Wicher, who as- 
sisted Detectives Flammer, Steele and 
Auble in shadowing McLean, testified 
that he saw the latter attempt to se- 
crete the diamonds under the carpet of 
the stairway. When cross-examined 
the attorneys for the defense. at- 
tempted to throw suspicion on Marcher 
as having had possession of the jewe's 
at the time of the capture, and to 
show that it was he, instead of Me- 
Lean, who attempted to secrete them. 
They got little comfort from this line 
of procedure and let Wicher: go. 

Detective Flammer was the last wit- 
ness on the stand yesterday afternoon. 
He told the story of McLean’s cap- 
ture, and said that the latter, previous 
to his arrest, told him that he had 
been buncoed out of some jewelry and 
diamonds by a person named Hayes. 
Flammer suggested having Hayes ar- 
rested, but ‘to this McLean demurred, 
as he did not wish to be shown up as 
a “sucker.”” The attorneys for the 
defense attempted to get Flammer to 
say that; previous to his arrest; Mc- 
Lean had told him of having been em- 
loy to work off some 
“crooked” goods on a “sucker,” but in 
this they were unsuccessful. McLean 
had made such a statement to Flam- 
mer, but it was subsequent to his ar- 
rest. The defense attempted, by ques- 
tions, to suggest evidence tending to 
connect Cohn with questionable tran- 
sactions at some mythical time in the 
past, but the attempt was a failure. 

With Flammer’s testimony the pros- 


ecution rested. The defense, which 
has made several efforts to secure 
postponements, renewed the. request. 


This was opposed by the prosecution 
unless the defendant's bail bond of 
$1500 be increased. After considering 
the matter Justice Morgan increased 
the bond to $2500 and continued the 
matter until January 19, 1900, at 9:30 
o'clock a.m. 

Up to last night McLean's friends 
had not filed the additional bond, and 
he remained in jail.

TYPICALLY AMERICAN. 


NEW BATTLESHIPS TO BE THE 
GREATEST BOATS AFLOAT. 


P FARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 33.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says that 
designs for the greatest battleships 
ever piojegted for the American navy 
were agreed upon by the Naval Board 
ff Construction today, after several 


months of discussion over the impor- 
tant questions.of battery armor, speed, 


coal capacity and dispiacement. The 
three new vessels—to be called the 
Georgia, the New Jersey. and the 


Pennsylvania—-will equal in formidabil- 
ity the finest line of battleships yet laid 


down by any foreign power, and, with 
the additon of. typical American im- 
provements will gurpass in fighting 
force any ships afloat. ° 
The salient features of the design 
contemplate a displacement of 14,000 
tons, as compared with the Oregon's 
11,000, or the New “Waine 
speed is to be ‘at least nineteen knots,” 


with a coal capacity of 2000 tons. The 
total,cost of each of these three ships 
when ready for sea will exceed $7,000,- 
00 each. They will cruise 7000 miles 
straight away, and there will not be 
three ships of similar offensive and de.

CHINESE STATESMAN’S APPOINT- 
MENT A DISTINCT HONOR, 
fA. P. DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 
nese Minister, Mr..Wu Ting Fang, has 
received a. dispatch from China stating 
that Li Hung Chang has been appointed 
acting viceroy of two provinces in the 
south of China adjacent to Canton. 
The minister says this is a marked 
distinction to the venerable Chinese 
statesman, as the provinces are among 
the most populous and commercially 
important in the empire. 

Mr. Wu's dispatch clears up a misap- 
prehension created by a recent unof- 
ficial dispatch stating that Earl Li 
Would be made viceroy of one province, 
that- of Canton, and that this would 
be followed by a degradation. ‘On the 
contrary, the minister's advices show 
that the double viceroyalty is an un- 
usual proceeding, said to be analogous 
to that of the viceroy of India. 

The appearance of Li Hung Chang at 
the head of affairs in southern China, 
it is believed, will have an important 
influence in’ that quarter, where the 
French “sphere of influence’ is sup- 
posed to be located.

» Judge Tuthill held that the sleep- 
ing-car business was in the control of 
the railroads and a combination by 
them would nave to be shown before 
any monopoly of the business could be 
declared. The sleeping-car companies, 
said Judge Tuthill, are but the agents 
of the railroads, acting under con- 
tracts, as do the other employés of the 
railroads.

_. FIFTH WRECK VICTIM. 


JURY FINDS THAT THE TRAIN 
WAS RUNNING TOO FAST. 
Coroner Holland went to Pomona 
yesterday to hold an inquest on the 
remains of Pa Tarride, the fifth victim 
of*the Southern Pacific wreck, which 
occurred there on Christmas eve. Tar- 
ride died on Friday at the Pacific Ho- 
tel, to which place he had been re- 
moved, after the accident. He was a 
widower, 32 years old, and will be 
buried in Los Angeles today, beside the 
body of his wife. Before his death 


‘Tarride kept a saloon at Los Alamitos, 


A jury Was impaneled, consisting of 


Street and Padgham, and all of the 
forenoon was taken up with the testi- 
mony of witnesses. Considerable time 
was spent discussing whether the fire- 
man of the wrecked train should be 
called as a ‘witness, some of the jurors 
wishing to hear his testimony. The 
demand for his presence was finally re- 
luctantly waived, in view. of the fact 
that the man was in Los Angeles, and 
it would necessitate the postponement 
of the hearing. It was a matter of 
decided comment that the fireman has 
not been present at any of the inquests 
over the remains of those who were 
killed in the wreck. 

The jury retired shortly after 2 
o’clock, and at 3 Foreman Brady read 
the following verdict: ‘“‘We, the jury, 
from the evidence given, find Peter 
Tarride came to his death by a wreck 
upon the Southern Pacific Railroad at 
Pomona, December 24, 1899, and we 
‘further find from the evidence that 
the train was running at an unusual 
rate of speed, contrary to the crdinance 
of the city of Pomona.” 

Coroner Holland was asked last night 
how many witnesses had been exam- 
ined at the inquest. He said’that there 
were six or eight, but he did not re- 


member their names. The conductor. 


and baggageman of the wrecked train 
were among the witnesses, he said. 

The Coroner was asked if he did not 
deem it important to have the fireman 
present at the inquest, in view of the 
fact that his absence from the inquests 
on the bodies of the other victims of 
the wreck caused unfavorable 
cism. He said: ‘“‘The fireman’s name 
had not been given to us as a witness, 
and nobody seemed to think to sub- 
poena him. If his name had been given 
to us before we started in with the 
inquest, we would have subpoenaed 
him. On Friday evening we notified 
the railroad Authorities that we would 
hold the inquest on Saturday, and in- 


I also notified the Constable 
at Pomona to have the witnesses and 
jury ready, and we expected to find all 
the necessary witnesses present upon 
our arrival in Pomona. I don’t know 
anything about the fireman. I saw by

He 
had taken about fifteen grains.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. a 

It is “evident that the people of this 
country must wake up and prepare to 
bring the pressure of an aroused pub- 
lic opinion to bear on Congress if they 
wish to see that great national im- 
provement, the Nicaragua Canal, pushed 
to completion. without unnecessary de-. 
lay. It has long been foreseen that 
a quiet but determined opposition to 
the enterprise will be carried on by 
the great transcontinental railroad lines 
of the country, which wield such enor- 
mous power at the national capital. That 
such opposition is not only selfish but 
short-sighted on the part of these great 
corporations that the immense impetus 
which the canal will give to the com- 
mercial development of the country 
will greatly stimulate interior, devel- 
opment and therefore vastly increase 
the incomes of the railroads—does not 
“cut any ice.” The people of this 
country have too often seen in the past 
where the railroad companies, in block- 
ing the natural development of a ter- 
ritory by oppressive rates and regula- 
tions, have stood in their own light 
and depleted their own coffers, so that 
we cannot safely build any hope for 
assistance from them on ‘this score. 
The sooner it is generally recognized 
and understood that the railroad com- 
panies are opposed to the ‘improve- 
ment, the better it will be, as_ the 
fight can then be made in the open, 
which better than bushwhacking 
against an unseen foe. 

A recent dispatch from Washington | 
to-a New York paper contains the as- 
sertion that legislation providing for 
the construction of a trans-isthmian 
canal is not probable during the pres- 
ent session of Congress. The corre- 
spondent states that both the Nica- 
raguan Committee in the Senate, pre- 
sided over by Senator Morgan, and the 
House Committee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commierce, presided. over by Mr. 
Hepburn of Iowa, propose to take the 
matter up without waiting for the re- 
port of the Walker commission, but 
that it is extremely improbable that 
they will be able to get a bill through 
either house of Congress before that 
report is available. 

The Walker commission will leave 
New York on January 6, going direct 
to Greytown, Nicaragua, by the regular 
mail steamer. They will go over the 
route of the Nicaragua Canal to the 
Pacific side, and will then go by steamer 
to the Pacific end of the Panama route. 
The commission has now in the field 
ten surveying parties. The 
sioners estimate that it will take about 
a year for them to complete all their 
work and make their report. 

The correspondent above quoted adds 
that Senator Morgan has never given 
his approval to the sending of addi- 
tional commissions to the isthmus, be- 
ing satisfied with the information al- 
ready available as to the practicability 
of the canal. He will endeavor to 
have his bill reported from his commit- 
tee. Representative Hepburn also be- 
lieves the provision for the Walker 
commission was intended to delay the 
construction of a canal, and will en- 
deavor to have his committee take up 
the subject immediately after the holi- 
day recess. 

While the construction of the Nica- 
ragua Canal'is of immense importance 
to the agricultural, commercial and 
manufacturing interests of the country 
at large, it is mainly to the citizens of 
the great western, section of the 
United States, betyfeen the Mississippi 
River and the cific Ocean, that we 
must look for enthusiastic work on be- 
half of the enterprise. That the great 
West is practically a unit on behalf of 
this improvement may safely be said, 
and it is emcouraging in this connec- 
tion to learn from Washington that the 
administration is inclined to place the 
interests of this great and partially-de- 
veloped stretch of country in the fore- 
most place of the national policy. 

An idea of the change that would be 

ec in the commerce of the Pa- 
cific oss by the construction of the 
canal may readily be gained from the 
simple statement that the distance be- 


compared with 4907 miles by way of 
the Nicaragua Canal. Such being the 
case, it is not surprising to learn that 
a passage from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific has been sought for over 400 
years. In fact,- Columbus set out on 
his celebrated journey for the purpose 
of trying to discover a new route to the 
Orient—such a route as the American 
nation now. proposes to open up. Co- 
lumbus expected to find a natural pas- 
sage way, but in the light of modern 
geographical research, we now know 
that it must be constructed by the hand 
of mah. As far back as the time of 
Jackson’s Presidency, the American 
government began the consideration of 
this important question, ‘and every 
government, except that of Lincoln, 
has had the subject under considera- 
tion. President Grant sent 4 message 
to Congress which resulted in appro- 
priations and surveys of the isthmus. 
The result of the Surveys was put be-

by Lake Nicaragua and San Juan. 
Immediately after, De Lesseps called a 
conference in Paris to consider 
question of a canal.

However, the 
French persisted and the Gleastrous re- 
sult we know. 

Since then a large amount of money 
has been expended on improvements at 
the harbor of Greytown, where a good 
harbor has been dredged and a bar 
breakwater built. The money expended 
was obtained by public subscription 
from men who have faith in the en- 
terprise. That such faith is not mis- 
placed, from a financial standpoint, is 
shown by the experience of the Suez 
the net receipts of which 
Amounted several years ago to such 
a figure as to justify a dividend of over 
20 per cent, on the capital stock. There 
is believed to be sufficient business in 
sight for the Nicaragua Canal to enable 
it. to do as well as that of the Suez at 
the start, and before many years to 
earn a larger income. 

Apart from the direcg financial profits 
of the enterprise, however, the com- 
mercial and national advantages of the 
canal are §0 great and manifes# as to 
make it appear almost akin to treason 
for an American to seek to throw ob- 
stacles in the path of those who are 
trying to carry out the work. The 
great Pacific Coast of the United States, 
with its untold wealth of natural re- 
sources, has been greatly retarded in 
its development by the fact that it is 
farther from the great markets of the 
world than any other country with 
which we come into competition. We 
are somewhat in the same condition as 
the farmers along the section traversed 
by the Erie Canal before that great 
waterway was opened, when it was im- 
possible to carry on profitable farming 
there. It is true that the tillers of the 


uable crops, for which a vast amount of 
money is paid, but they have to stand 
and deliver an unreasonable percentage 
of the value of those crops to the trans- 
portation companies, and this fact has 
induced thousands to settle in other 


‘States, with less natural resources, but 


greater facilities for marketing ‘their 
products. The State of New York had 
the pluck to spend over $60,000j000 in 
building the Erie Canal, which is now 
kept free of toll at a cost of $1,000,000 
per annum, but it was that canal 
which made New York the commercial 


metropolis of the continent, while on 
| the Great Lakes more tonnage passes | 


up and down than goes from the ports 
of Liverpool and London combined. 
Why is it that timber on the stump 
in New York State would be cheap at 
from three to ten times what it is 
worth in Oregon? Simply because, in 
New York, the timber would be within 
easy reach of markets in which there 
is a great demand for it. It has been 
estimated. that a difference of 25 cents 
per 1000 feet in the value of stand-

If the comgsruction of the Nicaragua 
Canal was a great national necessity 
before the outbreak of the war with 
Spain and the great events that have 
followed that struggle, how much more 
is it so now, in view of the develop- 
ment of American interests in Asia and 
of the opening up of the Orient to the 
commerce of the world, which is now in 
plain sight? Without the {canal the 
United States will be so heavily handi- 
capped in its competition -with the 
great commercial nations of the world 
that it will be almost barred out of the 
contest. This is something for the 
great manufacturing and mercantile in- 
terests of the Eastern States to con- 


sider carefully wherever they are in- 


clined to look at, the canal question 
We, 
on this Coast, may build up a direct 
trade. with the Orient and establish 
manufacturing industries, but what are 
the New York and New England manu- 
facturers going to do, in competition 
with England and France and Germany, 
so long as they have to ship their prod- 
ucts two-thirds of the distance around 
the world to reach a market? 

Finally, there comes the great ques- 
tion of the importance of the canal as 
a means of national defense. The cele- 
brated voyage of the Oregon has 
opened the eyes of the nation to the 
disadvantages under which we now 
laber in this respeét, and since that 
voyage was made the acquisition of the 
Philippine Islands has vastly increased 
the necessity for a short steamship 
route between the Atlantic Coast and 
the Orient. 

It is difficult to understand how 
any intelligent American, who claims 
to be a patriotic citizen, can oppose 
the construction under American owner- 
ship of this great international water- 
way.

AN IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 


At the present rate of development 
it is not difficult to foresee a time in 
the future whéh, the petroleum indus- 
try will be the most important of the 
great industries of the State, the prod- 
uct exceeding in value that of the or- 
ange orchards, or grain fields; or. gold 
mines. If the statement attributed to 
A. S. Cooper, the State Mineralogist, 
is correct, that time will be greatly 
hastened. Mr. Cooper is reported to 
have discovered a process by which 
a high grade of illuminating oil may be 
produced from California petrolcum. 
Hitherto it has been believed that the 
California oil, which has a different base 
from that of Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
was only valuable for fuel and some 
by-products. But Mr. Cooper claims 
that by a special process which he has 
perfected after years of experiments, 
he can make at least 25 per cent. of il- 
luminating oil equal to the best in the 
world from the California petroleum. 

Should this result be attained, it 
would, of course, greatly increase the 
value of the California product, which 
would then come into direct competition 
with eastern illuminating oil. It may 
be that this is the explanation of the 
interest recently manifested by the 
Standard Oil Company in the local 
field. Oil men will watch the devel- 
opment of Mr. Cooper’s discovery with 
much interest. 

The oil industry is important and 
deserves encouragement on its merits; 
but oil operators should understand 
that they cannot encroach upon the 
legal*amd personal rights of citizens of 
residence districts withouf protest, nor 
without risk of having the restraining 
hand of the law laid upon them,

OUR EXTRAORDINARY CORONER.

Now I am not at all cer- 
tain that such sport is conjtrary to law, 
but so long as there is any question 
about the matter I am willing to give 
the society an opportunity to test the 
matter. To that end I willl take this 
course: I will-send officers. to the gun: 
club grounds with instructions to ar- 
rest the first man who kills\a bird. As 
the sportsman steps up to the line and 
fires, if he kills his bird, he will be 
placed under arrest, and will be asked 
to stand. aside 80 that the next man 
may shoot if he desires. If the second 
man kills a bird he, too, will be ar- 
rested, and so on until we havé made a 
sufficient basis for a test case in the 
courts.
